MINUTES OF THE DOWNTOWN CITIZENS ADVISORY PANEL  

 
 

I. Welcome: The meeting was called to order by Jonathan Keyes at 12:05 p.m.  
 

II. Consideration of the Minutes from November 02, 2020 meeting: John DiLiberto 
motioned, Gina Coletti seconded to accept minutes from the November 2, 2020 meeting. 
Motion carried.  All who were absent from the meeting abstained.

IV. Old Business:  

 
a. 2020 Round 18 Awards – Status Update.  Jonathan informed the group that due 

to COVID related budget concerns, the Legislature decided not to award the 
recommended Round 18 projects. Jonathan, citing a suggestion made by Walter 
Rabe, proposed that last year’s recommended projects be automatically granted 
recommendation at last year’s funding levels, subject to the affirmation of the 
municipal applicant that they still intend to go forward with the project. The panel 
was in favor of this idea. ON the issue of whether to automatically recommend 
last year’s applicants, Gina Coletti made a motion and Charles Gardner seconded. 
Motion carried unanimously.  

 
V. New Business:  

 
a. Project Documentation Revisions: Jonathan described the document revisions and 

updates that have been made, which will simplify the application and contracting 
process. Bob Martinez made a motion to accept the updated documents. 
On the motion, the panel discussed whether to institute a funding cap for 2021 
applicants due to the limited funds available.  After some discussion, Jonathan 
proposed to send out revised language describing funding limitations. The motion 
was withdrawn. Bob Martinez made a motion to table the acceptance of the 
documents and Gina Coletti seconded. Motion carried unanimously. 

b. Calendar: Motion by Bob Martinez to accept the calendar, with Second by Joann 
Boettcher. Motion carried unanimously.
